Prohala, in any way, is a man of oertain popularity and of a ' 

relatively good record from the war times. 

On the oontrary, his adherents, concentrated mostly Just in 
Germany, are often either half-Germans , or, at least, Czechs married 
with Germans, then persons sentenced already in the period of 1945- 
1948, or t at least, prosecuted, for war crimes committed during the 
Nazis t rule in Cseohoelovakia, former individual volunteero who had 
enlisted for the German Army in 1939-1945, eto,, than means all of 
them persons exoluded in some way from the community of real .
